While confirmation of the re 
port could not be obtained from the 
Industrial Development Board ot 
Manitoba today, unofficially it was 
learned that the company has de; 
cided to extend its business to 
Canada by _ the erection of the 
huge plant here, 

J M Davidson, secretary of the 
board ,admitted that the visit was 
likely connected with the intention 
to build in Manitoba, If the com 


pany does not build a factory now | 


it has practically given the assur 
ance that it will in the near future 
he said. 

The officials of the company 
coming here will include S W Sin 
sheimer. president; and H A Ben 
ning. gral manager of its 
sixteen branch factories, 

During the past summer exper
